PROFESSOR CARPENTER’S 
| LECTURE. 


The first of a course of six afternoon 
lectures, adapted to a juvenile audience, was 
delivered in the Royal College of Surgeons 
yesterday, by Professor George H. Carpenter, 
D.Se., Secretary of the Royal Irish Academy. 
Young people of both sexes attended and 
manifested much interest in the lecturer's 
address on “The Homelands of Animals,’’ 

The presence of certain animals in particular 
countries, the professor pointed out, was 
not a matter of chance, and it often shed 
light on the history of lands themselves. In 
Ireland such creatures as the varying hare 
and the extinct Arctic fox told of connections 
with far northern regions, while the spotted 
slug of Kerry, and. the pisan snail of the 
north Dublin coast suggested connections with 
the Mediterranean countries and the Atlantic 
Islands. Thus, the student was led to con- 
sider Ireland as formerly part of a Continent, 
and to realise that it was older as an ‘sland 
than Great Britain. Just as there was a die- 
tinctly southern element in the animals in 
Ireland, so there was a tropical African 
element in those of Palestine. Many fishes 
of the Jordan were identical with those 
of African rivers, and thig was explained by 
the former connection of the deep “rift” 
valley of the Jordan with the similar valleys of 
East Central Africa., The desert barriers +o the 
south and east surgested that such animals 
as camels could make of the desert a high- 
way, and that their cousins, the IJamas, in 
South America, and their extinct relations 
in North America showed that they, like the 
horses, had travelled far round the world in 
prehistoric and historic times.

It is 
a tale of simple heroism, of an endurance 
that passed all knowing, of splendid 
gallantry that ceased to be conspicuous 
because it was universal, of death met with 
stoicism, with laughter, with defiance, of 
a will to conquer transcending the 
material, of comradeship and Joyalty with- 
out. stain or shadow of turning. We move 
.in the radiance of great deeds and in an 
atmosphére purified by the suffering and 
the sacrifice of mighty meh. They have 
been forgotten—dismissed from minds 
that accepted their offering as a thing of 
right ad turned from the contemplation 
of their achievements to the petty troubles 
of a petty life. These things will be. 
Yet a tardy reparation may be made by 
the purchase of this book and a study, 
in a mood of humble and grateful admira- 
tion, of the exploits that are here 
chronicled for ever. It will be an easy 
task ; for the author has set them down in 
simple and pure-prose, without ornament 
or exaggeration, leaving the tale to tell 
itself and the events to sweep onward by 
their own momentum. The many maps 
make clear to the simplest the tasks which 
were attempted and the way in which they 
were fulfilled. 

The 2nd Munster Fusiliers set foot in 


only line regiment brigaded with the 
Guards. They formed part of the First 
Brigade and the First Army Corps. On 
the 22nd they accomplished a march of 
forty miles, were in reserve at Mons, and 
on ‘the 27th were covering the retirement 
of the First Brigade, which was itself the 
rearguard of the First Army Corps. Ad- 
vancing to the attack was the German 
Tenth Keserve Army Corps, a body of 
about 35,000 men, and it was the business 
of the Munsters to hold them up until 
orders came to retire. 

At 9 a.m. the German cavalry. recon- 
noitred their position, and at 11 a.m. the 
main attack was delivered by the German 
2nd Guards Reserve Division, which con- 
sisted of twelve battalions. For four 
hours the Munsters held them at bay, in- 
flicting immense casualties, and then with- 
drew in good order to another position 
about two miles further back. Orders 
were now sent to them to retire, as their 
stand had effected its purpose ; the orders 
never arrived. Fighting every inch of 
the way, the battalion was forced gradu- 
ally back, but never lost order or failed 
to take heavy toll of its attackers. At 
oné.time it seemed that the Munsters 
might make good their escape; for, as 
they approached the village of Etreux at 
about 6.30 p.m., no Germans were pursu- 
ing them closely. So far, however, they 
had only been engaged with one of the 
Divisions that formed the German Army 
Corps. The other—the 19th Reserve In- 
fantry Division—had pushed meanwhile to 
the south-west, and was now lying right 
across the line of retreat and holding 
Etreux in strength. 

Undaunted, the Munsters advanced to 
the attack time after time, trying to find 
some spot where they could break through. 
Major Charrier, who had commanded the 
operations with skill equal to his 
gallantry, was killed when leading his 
third charge. Officer after officer fell; 
one company, charging with the bayonet 
against a strong entrenched position, was 
exterminated toa man. Most of the sur- 
vivors, under Lieutenant Gower, the only 
remaining officer, took refuge in án 
orchard, where they held out until their 
ammunition was exhausted, when} in great 
part wounded, they were forced to sur- 
render. Of the whole battalion less than 
200, by various routes, managed to rejoin 
the Army. Such was the first action of the 
Munsters, which, even in the dispassionate 
pages of the “Official History of Military 
Operations,’’ stands out as the most 
gallant exploit of the retreat from Mons. 
“Beyond question they arrested the 
enemy's pursuit in this quarter for fully 
six hours, and their heroic sacrifice was

Between these 
exploits they took bye in, engagement 
after engagement, and after every engage- 
ment earned honourable mention. Your 
times they were completely surrounded by 
the enemy and cut their way back intact. 
Thirteen times they went into battle up 
strength, and on ten of these occasions 
they came back with less than 300 men. 
When they were not engaged in battle 
they were often living under conditions 
even more trying. The mud was in many 
places inconceivable.- An officer in one 
section received the order to move his 
platoon 100 yards and only succeed@i in 
so doing after sixteen hours of continuous 
labour. “Two days after taking over, one 
of the unit recently relieved. was found 
sticking in the mud. The poor fellow had 
been there ninety-six hours. All efforts 
to extricate him by hand being useless, 
rifle-slings were used, and after a long- 
sustained effort the man was pulled out. 
A German officer stood ap on the parapet 
of his trench, fifty rifles were brought up 
to the aim, but no shot was fired. Every 
weapon was completely blocked with mud. 
An officer drew his revolver and took care- 
ful aim. His numbed fingers refused to 
pull the trigger.’’ 3 , 
In these covers one may learn more of 
the war as it appeared to the ordinary 
private and regimental officer than in any 
novel or history that has yet been pub- 
lished; and here to every Irishman, no 
matter what his politics may be, appears 
a new vista of legitimate pride’in the ex- 
ploits of his race. The example of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Jervis should be: followed, 
and histories should be compiled of the 
feats of every Irish battalion that took 
part in the War.

THE INTERPRETERS. 

In his preface “A.E.” states: “I was 
not interested in the creation of characters, 
but in tracking politica] moods back to 
spiritual origins.’ Let us say at once 
that it seems to us that there is an 
inherent weakness in “ The Interpreters.’’ 
To carry on an inquiry into the relation 
of the politics of Time to those ¢f 
Kternity demands a more dramatic setting 
if the writer is to hold the attention of any 
but the more abstruse theorists—and 
“ A.E.” has the opportunity. Here are a 
poet, a philosopher, a communist, a his- 
torian, and an imperialist thrown together 
in prison while a world-revolution shakes 
a city to its foundations. That the revolu- 
tion is placed two centuries after our day 
can deceive no one in regard to the true 
originating cause of “A.E.’s’’ mystic 
musings. In fact, he confesses that he 
has done this in order that ideals may be 
discussed “divested of passion.” We fear 
that the theorisings follow so hard on the 
heels of fact that the most philosophically- 
minded reader will be unable to keep the 
two divorced. 

The discussion throughout is really the 
author s analysis of the spirit that creates 
revolution and unrest. He only touches 
incidentally on the reasons which led any 
of his prisoners to take part in this revolt ; 
for the final cause does not appear to him 
to be the underlying one. ‘One gives as his 
reason that he wished to test his real 
character, another because he desired 
liberty, a third beauty, a fourth excite- 
ment, while or. wi'h more truth explains: 
“I heard rebellion talked since I was a 
child, It was so with my family for 
generations. It is a tradition with us.” 
To this last comes the clever rvposte: 
“That is ancestor worship.’’ But the 
author in the person of Brehon, the his- 
torian, gives his own interpretation. Four 
theories are discussed—those of the man 
of science, the communist, the exponent of 
tribal life, and the individualist. Brehon 
finds that all tend in one direction: “ All 
their politic is but a groping through the 
symbols of earth to the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Politic is a profane science only because it 
has not yet discovered that it has its roots 
in sacred or spiritual things, and must 
deal with them.” 
All this and a good deal more, wrapped 
in mystical and poetic phrase which at 
times requires hard thinking to follow 
coherently, is far removed from. recent 
events; but, in order that the sequence 
ay not be overlooked, a few quotations 
‘ill bring it home: “If you isist on 
Heaven as the ally of your race, you can 
only suppose that the forces of Hell are 
behind your antagonist, and then there is 
an end of chivalry.” ‘‘ Never did one wild 
power awaker ir the world but its kinsmen 
followed fast, as the wild riders follow 
one another in the vision of St. John.” 
“Will Humanity return to the past—put 
on itself the ancient fetters of frontiers, 
tariffs and languages?’’ . “ Here are men 
who have made themselves formidable by 
imagination and intellect. but what 
allures themselves is something they cannot 
rationalise, something frailer than the 
laughter of Helen, before which kingdoms 
faded away.” Surely the wonderful imagery 
of this last phrase brings ‘back the poet 
whom we know, and the poetry cannot be 
denied. It breaks out in the beauty of 
vision of the piece entitled “ Michael” at 
the close of the book 
We cannot agree with all the dicta of 
these interpreters. Does “A.E.’’ himself 
really. believe that “the works of art con- 
ceived in cities are hectic with the colours 
of decay and there is nothing which has 
not erred in every line from its natural 
beauty ’’? What, then, are we to say of 
Athens, of Rome, or Paris? Surely most 
poetry and painting, not to speak of 
sculpture, were born in cities? 
We shall close with one final quotation : 
“By intensity of hatred nations create in 
themselves the character they imagine in 
their enemies. there generate 
spiritual pestilences, hates, frenzies, mad- | 
nesses, and the sinister ecstasy making for 
destruction, which is the.divine power 
turned to infernal uses Through ignorance 
of spiritaal.law idealists who take to war- 
fare are perpetually defeated; for they 
do not realise the dark shadow which 
follows all conflict.” !

Mr. Hamlin Garland is an American 


novelist, and his tales describe types of life 
familiar enough in the great West of the 
States, thouzh fast changing and in some cases 
vanishing away. As a record of phases of 
American life in the remofer regions these 
books will retain a permanent value, and the 
long since gave Mr. Garland a distinct an 
distinguished place in the literature of his 
country. But it was not till ‘‘A Son of the 
Middle Border’’ appeared that Mr. Garland 
made an appeal, not to this or that section of 
readers, but to the universal human heart 
alike in, America and on this side of the 
Atlantic. That book described the migrations 
and struggles of early ‘settlers in Wisconsin 
and on the bare Dakota plain.

SOUTHERN TRADERS' 


COMPLAINTS. 


At the aunual meeting of the South of 
Treland Cattle Trade Association, yesterday 
in Cork, reference was made in the report to 
the export of Irish cattle to France, and it 
was stated that. the embargo is still in exist- 
ence h respect of the exportation of animals 
from Freland.

ANY houses have been designed by | 
M architects who have paid no heed to 

such \trifles as draughts. The bad 
relative. positions of doors and windows, the 
close proximity of the front entrance to the 
doors of the sittingrooms, ill-fitting frames of 
unseasoned timber—all contribute to the pro- 
ducing of that unpleasant sensation of cold 
breezes sweeping round one’s head. 

Many draughts are brought about by quite 
avoidable causes, such as, for instance, open 
joints in the boards which are left uncovered 
by the carpet. One method of preventing 
these” draughts is tto fill the chinks with 
putty or slips of wood; the other way is to 
cover the whole of the boards with felt, lino- 
leum, or closely woven matting. 

The feegmg of “ sitting in a draught”’ is 
frequently experienced when one is seated 
near a large window, even if it fits -closefy. 
for the cold, external air, striking on and 
cooling the glass, causes a chilly current of 
air to flow towards the warmer parts of the 
room. When large windows are near the 
fire-place, the discomfort naturally becomes 
worse. 

The fireplace with a large opening fcr the 
smoke is responsible for the movement of air 
in a room. The immense amount of heat 
some fireplaces draw up the chimney causes a 
great current between the door or window 
and the grate. The best way to modifv 
this is to have the grate properly bricked 
up. If a gas stove—hideous though it may 
be—is placed at the other side of the room, 
the heat will be more evenly distributed, and 
will naturally eliminate the chance of 
draughts. 

Many doors,» badly made and badly fitting, 
afford an ingress for currents of air. The 
door can be covered with baize or the -ojd- 
fashioned list, which is quite suitable for its 
purpose. If is very advisable to buy a mat 
for excluding the draughts that sweep under 
the door, as cold feet often give rise to 
insomnia, chills, and coughs. 

Screens have proved quite efficacious for 
keeping out cold draughts, and are useful, 
hesides, for decorating purposes, as they help 
to make an atmosphere of comfort. Many, 
in fact the majority of, screens are bad in

A shiver is usually the first indication of a 
movement of air through the room, and a 
search should immediately be made to find 
and remedv the cause of the draught, 

Many illnesses and deaths have resulted 
through colds and chills contracted from 
these draughts. The radical canse of this 
discomfort lies in the bad designing of houses. 
Agitation for a sensible, architectura! 
planning of good houses is the only way to 
make men realise that the homes women live 
in must be as free as possible from draughte 
and other such ills.

NEIGHBOURING HOUSES DAMAGED, 


RE ——Eh—— 


Dublin was shaken by a terrific 
shout 8 o'clock last. night, 
‘| was found that a powerful mine had been 
pieced in the pianoforte and music warehouse 
í Mr. Denis M‘Cullough, 56 Dawson street 
aud had been detonated, wrecking the Ware- 
house and doing much damage to other 
premises 1ú its immediate neighbourhood. 
Three or four persons were injured, but not 
seriously. The gtreet usually is a busy one 
bout that hour, and it is remarkable that in 
i explosio®, which wrought so much damage 
jot a life was lost. It seems, however, that 
last night there were but few abroad. 
Mr. M‘Cullough’s premises are situated near 
the Nassau street end of Dawson street, and.

SHOF IN WRECKAGE, . 

The entire shop and its contents were 
virtually blown to atoms, the plate glass 
window being reduced to tiny fragments, 
while musical instruments, including pianos, 
were blown to bits, portions of them being 
iound at the opposite side of the street. 

One hardly could imagine that a single 
mine could work so much destruction. 

A peculiar result of the explosion was that 
vhile two shops immediately beside Mr. 
McCullough’s escaped with comparatively 
little damage, others further away had their 
fronts badly shattered. 

For about one hundred yards the street 
and the tram line were littered with atoms 
of plate glass, musical. instrumegts, portions 
of window blinds, and shop fixtures and 
fittings. 

The tramway cars were stopped for some 
time, but later were able to resume their 
qourneys. v 

Passengers in a tfamcar about sixty yards 
away from Mr. M‘Cullough’s premises were 
uninjured, but some of the women collapsed 
as the result of shock. 

An examination of Mr. M‘Cullough’s ware- 
house showed that thé damage done there was 
extensive. The entire ground floor and the 
ceiling of the second floor, as well as the 
contents of the shop, had been demolished. | 

fn Numbets 57 and 58—occupied by Messrs. 
W. Drummond and Sons, seed merchants and 
nurserymen—the plate glass windows were 
broken and the blinds torn. These premises 
had their upper storeys occupied by a number 
of tenants, and the windows in some of the 
apartments were smashed by the force of 
the concussion. 

Number 59—the offices of the Standard 
Life Assurance Company—had the window 
glass smashed, while the windows in the upper 
portion of the building, which is used as 
solicitors’ and land agents’ offices and as 
residential apartments, were shattered. 

The front of Number 65, which is the 
office of the Union Assurance Society, Ltd.,

““ About 8 p.m. I thought I heard glass 

falling. J immediately went to the window, 
and as I was lifting it up there was a terrific

how I escaped injury is a miracle. The floor 
was strewn with broken glass, while pictures 
fell from the wall and vases came down from 
the mantelpiece.”’ 
' “I am absolutely convinced that it was a 
mine, timed to explode at a given moment,”’ 
remarked Mr. Phelan, her husband. ‘ An 
ordinary bomb could not have caused such an 
explosion. : 

His theory was that, the mine had been 
placed in the cellar oí the building. So far 
as he knew there were no pedestrians on the 
street at the time. He heard no cars run- 
hing immediately before the explosion took 
place. All the windows of the building oc- 
cupied by the assurance company were blown 
in, but no other damage was done to its 
property. 

BABY’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

“The baby whom I was nursing had a 
miraculous escape,” remarked 

who resides opposite to Mr. M‘Cullough’s 
premises. “I happened to be leaning over 
the cot when the Mine went off,” she con- 
tinued. ‘The next moment two heavy pic- 
tures fell on my head. Had I been away 
from the cot they would have certainly fallen 
on the child. A piece of broken glass was 
blown from one end of the room to the other, 
and practically all the vases were broken.”’ 

Questioned by an Jrish Times reporter, a 
young man, who was passing Messrs. Maguire 
and Gatchell’s premises at the time of the ex- 
plosion, said. that he was taken completely 
off his feet by the concussion, ‘‘ For a 
while,” he said, “I did not know where I lay, 
nor did I care. Iwasstunned and stupefied, 
As I lay on the ground J could dimly hear the 
crashing of glass all around ; and when, after a 
few moments, I got to my feet, I saw that 
the whole place was littered with broken 


glass.” ' 
A FORD MOTOR CAR. 
Further questioned, he said that he re- 


»membered seeing a Ford motor car—trayel- 


ling in the direction of St. Stephen’s Green— 
pass him a minute or so before the explosiom. 

Another pedestrian who happened to be 
passing the same establishment a few mo- 
ments earlier told our reporter that a Ford 
motor car drew up outside Mr. M‘Cullough’s 
about 8 o’clock. ’ 

“Two men, carrying something heavy be- 
tween them, |stepped out of the car, he 
said, *‘ and walked over to the shop window. 
They then broke the glass, and deposited the 
heavy article on the floor of the.shop. The 
car, in which the men had taken their seats 
again, then drove off in the direction of the 
Green. 

“ Divining what was on foot, I made off 
as fast as Ed but, had scarcely reached 
the end of Dawson street when the explosion 
took place, and I was hurled off my feet. 

“I do not remember seeing Many persons 
in the street at the time—in fact, 1 believe 
there was hardly anyone.” 


CHURCH OF IRELAND PREMISES. 

The premises of the Church of Ireland 
Young Men’s Association, 8 Dawson street, 
are exactly opposite to the music warehouse 
of Mr. M‘Cullough. Some of its activities 
were in full swing at 8 o'clock. last night, 
and the fact that the casualties were confined 
to the serious wounding of the secretary, Mr. 
J. Lyons Egan, minor wounds to a number 
of others, and shock to Mrs. and Miss Egan, 
is remarkable, in view of the force of the con- 

sion. 
The Rev. J. B. Crozier ‘was conducting a 
meeting at the time; in the billiard-room 
members were playing at the tables, and other 
class-rooms were occupied. When the explo- 
sion occurred the whole house shook and the 
occupants were knocked about. The witidows 
were blown in, and pieces of Mr. McCullough’s 
pianos and other musical instruments were 
strewn about the floor. _ ie 

Seen by an Jrish Times reporter, Mr. 
Vincent, who had a cut in the face, said :— 

“ At 8 o'clock Mr. Egan and myself went 
to the front door, which was open. Every- 
thing was then as usual, and I turned to take 
letters out of the letter box oí the Mission to 
the Deaf and Dumb, when ithe place was 
brilliantly lit up, and the next moment I felt 
myself being blown through the hall and the 
heavy door mat scurrying around my hea 
like @ piece of waste-paper. I was unconscious 
for a short time, and when I came round 
saw that Mr. Egan had fared ever so muc 
worse than myself. He was facing the scene 
of the explosion, and I had my back to it. 
He was badly cut about the face and body 
by the flying débris, and seemed to have got 
the full brunt of it, as his clothing in places 
was riddled and his legs were cut in a number 


of places. |

In the meng, at. the Shelbourne’ Hotel, 
a conference took place between  representa- 
tives of the Dublin and South-Eastern Rail- 
Wey, the Great Northern. Railway, and the 
Midland Great Western Railway, and- the 
National Union of Railwaymen, the Associ- 
ated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, and the Railway Clerks’ Association. 

Negotiations had been adjourned in order 

to give the men an opportunity of consider- 
ing the three companies’ recent: proposal to 
cut wane by ós. 6d. per man per week in 
the traflic grades, and 5 per cent. (or about 
4s.) per. week ow man in the case of drivers, 
firemen, and cleaners, 
_ This proposal was. not agreed to by the 
Great Southern and Western Railway Com- 
pany, who claim that the cuts should be 
larger, and consequently they were not repre- 
sented at the meeting. ; 

Ali branches of the men’s unions voted 
against the “‘cut,” and their decision ' was 
notified to the railway representatives at the 
Shelbourne. The conference was of short 
duration, and broke up without any apparent 
hope that a settlement would be reached be- 
fore the last day of the year, when the present 
agreement comes to an end. - 

The publication (not in the Zrish T'imes) of 
statements to which exception was taken by 
both parties, proved, it appears, to be a cause 
of considerable hindrance to the course of 
negotiations. For that reason neither party 
gave any information as to what actually 
transpired. 


GOVERNMENT ACTION, 


During the afternoon, Mr. McGrath, 
Minister of Industry and Commerce, had a 
consultation with the chairmen and managers 
of the four leading railway companies. It: is 
understood that nothing was finally settled, 
and that a further meeting will take place 
to-day at 4 o’clock. :

FOUR CIVILIANS INJURED. 


Another attack was made on national 
soldiers in Dublin yesterday afternoon, and 
resulted in four casualties, the victims being 
in all cases civilians—two women, one man, 
and a youth. 

The scene of the attack was the neighbour- 
hood of York street and Aungier street. At 
12.40 p.m. a tender conveying soldiers, some 
of whom were in mufti, was passing along 
Aungier street towards the city, when a 
deafening explosion was heard. There was 
a stampede of terrified people, who were 
walking in the street in large numbers. It 
is stated that shots were fired, but the in- 
juries for which the wounded were treated 
were all caused by bomb splinters. 

The bomb exploded on the road behind the 
tender, which continued on its journey, and 
its occupants escaped. Immediately after- 
wards another military tender arrived, and 
during a search of the district the soldiers 
found a youth named William Tobin, 18 or 
19 years old, bleeding from the mouth, at 
Whitefriar street Church. They had him 
removed to the Adelaide Hospital, where it 
was found that he was suffering from a 
wound on the side of the face, caused by a 
bomb splinter. His teeth had been shattered 
and his upper lip was badly cut. He was 
detained aft-r treatment. 

The three other *injured persons were only 
slightly wounded, and were able to walk to 
hospital and leave after their injuries had 
been dressed. ‘They were :— 

William Graham, 120 Mountpleasant Build. 
ings—treated in the Adelaide Hospital for a 
slight wound on the small finger of the left 
hand. 

Annie Larkin, 17 Charlemont street— 
treated in the Adelaide Hospital for a wound 
in the right breast. 

Mrs. Fanny Rosenberg, 23 Dufferin avenue, 
South Circular road—treated in Mercer's 
Hospital for a slight wound in the arm. 

The youth Tobin was walking along the 
street, outside the Carmelite Church, when 
he was struck, and collapsed in the porch. 

Mrs. Heron, South Circular road, had her 
shoulder grazed by a bomb splinter. ' 

It is stated that the bomb was thrown 
from the corner of Longford street, and some 
persons in the locality said that shots were 
fired after the bomb had exploded. The 
attackers escaped, and no arrests have been

The Ailied 
representatives felt. that they had gone very 
far to meet Turkey's wishes in expressing 
readiness to abolish their Consular Courts for 
certain purposes; but they were all the more 
disappointed to find that the Turkish dele- 

ates wished to deprive them of the use of the 

nsular Courts for matters of personal 
status. 

The sub-commission, however, had broken 
down on the question of judicial reform. 

The report then deals with the safeguards 
necessary to replace the old capitulations, safe- 

rds which the European, and not merely 
llied opinion, unanimously considers neces- 
sary, having regard to the present state of 
Turkish legislation and the present level of 
the Turkish judiciary. 

It seems that the Turkish delegation did 
not deign even to return a “written reply 
to the Allied proposals, which they refuse to 
entertain in any shape or form. e Turks 
refused to listen to the suggestion of the 
Japanese delegate that they should accept a 
system of safeguards for a limited period. 

After dealing at length with the position 
of affairs since 1914, the unsatisfactory work- 
ing of the Turkish Law Courts, the arbitrary 
acts of the police, and the system introduced 
in Constantinople by the Angora Government, 
the report concludes :'— . 

“This is not such a time that | foreigners 
will be content with assurances that they can 
place all their faith in the Turkish law as it 
exists at present, or in Turkish judges as they 
know them to-day.

FORECAST OF BRITISH 


WILL AMERICA HELP? 
- r: ! 


From Ove DIPLOMATIO CoRRESPONDENT. 

Bed oi LONDON, Thursday. 
The facts of most immediate moment re- 
garding the reparations situation are :— 

(1) That the British Cabinet meets to- 
morrow morning to discuss, and in all pro- 
bability adopt, new and concrete reparations 
proposals, . « 

(2)’Mr. George Harvey, the American Am- 
bassador in London, should reach Washington 
to-morrow night. 

(5) President Harding has written to Sena- 
tor Lodge deprecating the adoption of Senator 
Borah’s proposal for the calling of an Inter- 
national Economic Conference, on the zround 
that it would impede the efforts the Adminis- 


tration was already making in the same direc- 


tion. 

With regard to the last two points, there 
appears to be no official knowledge in this 
country as yet of any American proposals for 
the calling of an Infernational Conference, It 
doés not appear, indeed, that Mr. Harding’s 
efforts have reached any such advanced stage. 
i It is, on the face of it, improbable in the 
extreme that President Harding would have 
committed himself to that extent the very day 
before he expects Mr Harvey, and less then 
a week before the arrival of Mr. Baldwin. 
At the same time, events may move ‘ast at 
Washington between now and the end of next 
week, 

It is worth remembering that, apart from 
Mr. Harvey, Mr. R. P. Skinner, the American 
Consul-General in London, is at present in 
Washington, and both he and the Ambassador 
have devoted very close attention to the re- 
parations and debt problems. It can also be 
added that Mr. Harvey discussed these 
matters with the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in more than one interview immediately be- 
fore his departure from London. 

To turn from the" still largely problemati- 
cal developments at Washington, manifest im- 
portance attaches to the deliberations in 
Downing street. While it is not yet de- 
finitely, decided that Mr, Bonar Law will lay 
a concrete plan on the table at Paris—that 
must depend tc some extent on the course 
the. Paris discussions take—it may be re- 
garded as practically certain that he will take 
a concrete plan with him. 

While, mareover, that plan is not yet in 

ermanent shape, its main principles can be 
indicated with some confidence, 


BRITISH PROPOSALS. 


They may be zummarised as follows :— 

(1) Germany's reparation obligations must 
be sealed down to a figure within her capacity, 
and if such a figure is agreed on by the Allies, 
vigorous measures will be justified in the 
event of her subsequent default. 

(2) All German obligations to the Allies 
under any head must be consolidated in a 
single scheme of payments. 

(5) No payments at all should be exacted for 
the next three or four years, and only reduced 
payments for a further brief period. 

(4) This relief need not take the form of 
complete remission, but could be made good in 
one form or another at a laté? date. 

(5) The figure of 50 milliards of gold marks 
spread over a reasonable terms of years (the 
sum proposed. by Signor. Mussolini, and also 
ths sum represented by the “A” and "B” 
Bonds under the existing schedule of pay- 
ments) may be considered as reasonable. _ 

(6) Germany should be offered every in- 
ducement by favourable discounting arrange- 
ments, which might possibly bring the pre- 
sent value of the total down to the 30 mil- 
French 
financial authority. to clear off hér obliga- 
tions promptly. (She could, -of course, only 
do this through external loans.) . 

(7) Britain should play her part in a settle- 
ment by accepting German Reparation Bonds, 
perhaps bonds of a special category, in pay- 
ment of Aláed debits to her, and also, per- 
haps, by some cancellation of debt in addition. 
A modification of the Balfour Note principle, 
establishing a certain relation between pay- 
ments to America and demands on Allied 
debtors, may he adopted as regards uncan- 
celleddebt. © “—" :

SACRIFICES. 

Beyond these general principles there is ne 
warrant in going at thé?moment. Some even 
of the proposals as indicated here may be 
modified before the Paria discussions open. 
Events may, moreover, so develop either at 
Paris or at Washington that the scheme never 
will be put forward at all. 

But this, at least, it A, sm a nm 
necessary to say—that, the British Cabinet 1s 
ready, unless án gravely in error, to make 

roposals involving considerable sacrifice to 

itain, securing to Erance far better financial 
prospects than the existing scheme or any 
scheme suggested in Paris offers, and impos- 
ing on Germany no byrden beyond which she 
could not sustain by honest effort.

TURKISH OBDURACY.

ALLIES’ PROPOSALS REJECTED. 


The Times, in a leading article on 
“ European Turkey,” says:—The Allies have 
one very far in Meir desire to reconcile the 
urkish’ claim for .complete national 
sovereignty with the legitimate interests of 
all foreigners who may live, trade and teach 
in Turkey. They have, in fact, gone to the 
extreme limit of concession. They have ad- 
mitted the right of the Turkish Government 
to tax foreigners, and have only insisted that 
individual foreigners and foreign companies 
shall not be subjected to heavier taxes than 
those imposed on ‘Turkish citizens. The 
capitulations' on their fiscal side have, in 
fact, disappeared in the Allied proposals. 

There remains thé question of judicial pro- 
tection and of guarantees for the persons and 
property of foreign nationals. Here, too, the 
Allies have tried to satisfy, as far as possible, 
Turkish demands. In yesterday’s debate, M. 
Barrére, the French epresentative, was no 
less emphatic than Mr. Child, the American 
observer, or Baron Hayashi, the representa- 
tive of Japan. Yet, so far, this unanimity 
has not availed to break down the singular 
obduracy of the Turks. They do not even 
take the trouble to.reply to the Allies’ argu- 
ments, or seriously to consider their proposals. 
They flatly reject them. Rarely has the task 
of establishing tolerable intercourse between 
Turkey and Europe been more difficult than 
at. this moment. ; i 

It is quite right that all necessary pre- 
cautions should taken in the event, of a 
failure at Lausanne, and the dispatch of the 
British warships from Malta to Constantinople 
is a Wise measure in the circumstances. <A 
very strong stand on the part of all the 
Alhes may yet bring the Turks to reason. At 
any rate, the Turks have a clear choice. They 
may accept the very generous terms offered 
owerful help in re- 
newing their exhausted nation; or, in Lord 
Curzon’s words, they may relegate Turkey to 
the position of an inaccessible country “ lost 
in the wastes of Asia.’’

There is múch may be said in defence of a 
smal! nation contending for freedom with a 
great empire when it adopts the method oi 
guerrilla warfare. _It'is dangerous; for only 
an internal light, hard to keep, prevents de- 
eneration into the methods of the assassin. 
Vet a nation may dnly have that choice or 
complete ‘submission. But you continue the 
same methods of warfare against your own 
countrymen, though by doing so you admit 
you are outnumbered in relation to those you 
attack, as the nation was against the empire; 
and your mora! authority to act as you do 1 
thereby diminished.: Some of you assert the 
conflict was begun by the Free State, though 
it has seemed to.xmany onlookers it began 
with those who without authority seized public 
buildings, filled them with armed men, and 
interrupted national services. 

But the country bas come to such unhappie 
ness that it is-not jadgment on the past which 
is imperative, but consideration of the future. 
The wisdom of the world is not great enough 
always to secure a peaceable settlement of 
disputes between rations. But the most highly 
evolved have found a means of preventing the 
greater horror of “civil war among their 
citizens by their common assent to the prin- 
ciple that questions at issue between them 
must be decided by majorities. It is admitted 
that majorities may be, and often are, in the 
wrong. They may err because of ignorance 
or decide because of fear, as you assert the 
majority has done in accepting the Treaty. If 
there was fear on the people, 1 cannot think 
it was therefore. justifishle for you to work on 
that fear and hold a terror over your country- 
men to force them to yield to your policy 

Some of you argue that it is only by suffer- 
ing and sacrifice a people come to the highest

COUNTY GALWAY. 
A POST OFFICE RAID. 


The story of a raid which occurred at 
Athenry Post Office as far back as December 
14 is now released for publication, investiga- 
tions having been proceeding in the interval 
since it occurred. At about 10.20 at night, 


sub-postmaster, while he was entertaining 
some friends in the kitchen, a knock came to 
the front door. He opened it and was con- 
fronted by four armed and masked men. The 
leader told him to put his hands up, to hand 
him over the keys, and to direct him to 
where the money and stamps were kept. The 
raiders entered in leisurely fashion, ‘held 
up ”’ all who were in the house, and ultimately 
decamped with £282 odd, £170 of which was 
in cash. Stamps and postal orders were also 
taken. 

A quarter of an hour afterwards the 
master reported the matter to the national 
troops stationed at the Railway Hotel, 
Athenry, a few hundred yards away, and to 
the Civic Guard, who are lodged down the 
street, while a telegram was sent in to Gal- 
way, but no trace of the raiders was found, 
although the authorities hold certain clues and 
are reported to be pursuing investigations. 

Another report states that the number of 
men who entered the office was seven. The 
Athenry Post Office was also raided in April 
last, and a considerable sum in money and 
stamps was taken.

MID-OCTOBER PERIOD. 


SLIGHT INCREASE 
. REPORTED, ' - 


The Cost of Living Committee appointed to 
report on the cost of essential commodities in 
Ireland has now issued its report for the mid- 
October period of 1922. The Committee 
reports that the average percentage increase 


since July; 1914, is 88.8 per cent, 

It will be remembered that in their report 
issued in August last the increase for the mid- 
June period was 85.2 per cent. over that of 
July, foi, and their report for the mid-March 

od showed an increase of 91.4. The 

ber cost of living, therefore, shows an in- 
crease over June of 5.6 per cent., and a de- 
crease of 2.6 as compared with the March 
figures of this year. | 

The report states :— : 

The Cost of Living Committee were in- 
structed to determine a cost of living figure 
for mid-September on the same basis as for 
March and June, 1922, but were unable to 
collect the necessary data owing to the postal 
strike. Returns of retail prices were obtained 
for the earliest practicable subsequent date— 
the 12th October—from the same sources as in 
the June enquiry. Separate averages of the 
retail prices for each commodity were made 
as on the last occasion, for the groups of 
towns of different sizes, on a population asis, 
and the final average retail price for each 
commodity was obtained by “ weighting’’ the 
separate averages in accordance with popula- 
tion. These final averages were then 
“weighted’’ and combined in the same 
manner as described in the detailed “ Report 
on Cost of Living in Ireland in June, 1922.”’ 

The results show that from mid-June, 1922, 
to mid-October, 1922, the usual seasona! ad- 
-Vances in the retail prices of butter, milk, 
eggs more than counter-balanced the 

seasonal decrease in the retail prices of meat 
and potatoes, and the smal! decreases in cloth- 
}ing, etc. The combined result of the changes 
increased the cost of living index number from 
185.2 in mid-June, 1922, to 188.8 in mid- 
October, 1922, as compared with 100.0 in July,

3 1 2 -0 of 
In the food group as a whole the percentage 
increase in mid-October, 1922, over July, 1914, 


was 94.6 per cent., as compared with 87.0 in 
mid-June, 1922, and 94.1 per cent. in March, 
1922. Thus the average level of food prices in 
October was about the same as in March of 


this year. 
CLOTHING. 

As regards clothing, notwithstanding the 
difficulty of obtaining exact representative 
average pricer, owing to the great variety 
in quality, the difterent classea of goods 
stocked in different shops, etc., it is possible 
to obtain substantially accurate percentage 
changes in prices—the only significant price 
méeasurement—by ensuring that the exact 
same classes of goods are priced for the two 
dates to be compared. For instance, the 
average of the prices returned in October 
for both October and June showed a decrease 
in men’s readymade suits of 2.4 per cent., 
and the almost similar decrease of 2.1- per 
cent, in men’s tailormade suits. 
centage decrease in the prices of other classes 
of clothing was somewhat greater, with the 
result that the percentage change in the 

rices of clothing as a whole amounted to a 

ecrease of 2.7 per cent. in October, as com- 
pared with June. 

As there was no fresh legislation from 
June to October affecting rents, and as alter- 
nations in rates are made in the early part 
of the year, it was assumed that average 
rents had not changed in the short interval 
from. June to October. Accordingly, no re- 
turns were obtained for October, and it was 
taken that the percentage change from July, 
1914, to October, 1922, was the same as from 
July, 1914 to June, 1922. 

The prices (not the percentage changes in 
prices) of coal varied considerably, according 
to locality and class of coal, from 2s. pet 
ewt. in Arklow to 5s per cwt. in Tralee; 
the general average percentage change for 
fue] showed a slight decreasé in October as 
compared with June; decreases in the prices 
of paraffin oil and candles are also noted. 

Taking each of the items that enter into 
the budget of the wage-earning classes, and 
weighing thé percentage prices changes, in 
accordance with the Budget weights, as pub- 
lished in the report for June last, it is found 
that the net result is an increase of 5.6 
points in mid-October over the index num- 
ber for mid-June, 1922, Compared with 
March of this year, however, the October 
figure shows a decrease of 2.6 pointe.

CHIEF RESULT. 

“ Excellency,’ I asked, after the usual ex- 
change of greeting which is the prelude to

“We feel,” he said, quickly, ‘‘ that the chief 
result is that the European. delegates have 
acquainted themselves with the Turkish point 
of view on the various subjects discussed, but 
our impression is that they feel themselves 
still dealing with officials of the old Empire, 
and wish to establish with us the relations 
that existed between themselves and the Im- 
pertel representatives.
